The 
nw discriminates between Ontario 
and Western Catiada in that re- 
spect, and while in the former 
provinee private enterprise is en- 
couraged to hunt for oil by a 
standing offer of one and a half 
cents from the Federal treasury 
for every gallon that is produced, 
in Western Canada there has been 
no such inducement offvred.

Private 
enterprise was negatively encour- 
aged to the extent that no amount 
was fixed in the law as due from 
the owner of an oil well to the 
government, but no farther. There 
was no pledge or suggestion once 
oil production beeame large 
enough in the west to be worth 
taxing, and to stand taxation 
without being strangled, that it 
would not be taxed. As a matter 
of faet the reports of the strike 
at Fort Norman had hardly been 
published before;the Meighen gov- 
ernment passed an order-in-coun 
cil imposing a royalty on the pro- 
duct.
